ORDER 
In the Conference of the Chief Secretaries held on 7th and 
8th May , 1976 , it was recommended that each State Government 
should have a Department of " Personnel and Administralive Reforms" 
to act as a nodal agency for Personnel Management and Administra 
tive Reforms as in the Government of India. 

2. Government have considered this recommendation in all its 
aspects. At present Personnel Administration and the Administrative 
Reforms including training are among the subjects dealt with in the 
Public Department. Jo the context of the need for stream -liring 
the administration and making it more efficient and responsible to 
public needs and requirements, particularly in the context of the 
implementation of the 20 Point Programme, it is considered necessary 
to lay more emphasis on the several steps relating to alministrative 
Reforms. Government therefore direct that a separate department 
of Personnel and Administrative Reforms be formed with immediate 
effect . 

3. The new Department of Personnel and Administrative Reforms 
will be in charge of: 

(i) Administrative Research 
( ii) Administrative Reforms 
( iii) Analysis and Strengthening of Organisational Structures 

(iv ) Work Measurement 
GFT, 1/210/3IC. 


(v ) Mechanisation in administration - i. e ., introduction of 

modern gadgets 
(vi) Simplification of procedures and methods 
(vii) Forms Management 
( vii) Training 
(ix ) Inspection of the offices of the Heads of Departments and 

Departments of the Secretariat 
(x ) Career Management including talent hunting, research in 

Personnel Administration , Manpower Planning, Career 

Development and Job Evaluation for all State services. 
4. Research into methods for improving administrative efficiency 
has to be a continuous process . Hence the Personnel & Administra 
tive Reforms Department will besides attending to the general items 
of work like Career Development, specifically undertake the following 
on a continuing basis: 

(i) Identify the specific areas at the cutting edge level where 

simplification of procedures, training, etc., are necessary . 
(ii) Method study at field levels to avoid waste. 
( ii) Exercise continuous check to see whether delegate powers 

are exercised and suggest further delegation of powers 

wherever necessary . 
(iv) Restructuring administration to reduce delays and improve 

quality , and 
(v ) Rationalisation of forms. 
5. The Kerala Institute of Public Administration will be under 
this Department. This institution will have overall control of the 
training activities in the State and will co -ordinate the activities of 
the several departments and provide leadership and initiative . 
Deputation of officers for training in otlıer Institutions also will be 
arranged and co - ordinated by the Career Management Unit of the 
Department. 

6. The work of the Inspectorate consisting of the senior officers 
of Government and presided by the Chief Secretary which is now 
attending to the O & M Inspection of the Departments of the 
Secretariat and Offices of the Heads of Departments will be co 
ordinated by this Department and the three Inspection teams 
including the one from the Board of Revenue will function under 
this new Department. 

7. The Additional Secretary , O & M Division will be in charge 
of the new Department of Personnel and Administrative Reforms. He 
will be under the direct charge and control of the Chief Secretary . 
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The entire staff now working in the O & M Division and the Kerala 
Institute of Public Administration will be under the new Department. 
Additional requirements of staff for this Department will be worked 
out and found by suitable diversion from other departurients after 
further delegation of powers in these departments are implemented . 

8. The residuary branches of the present Public Denarnient will 
Le constituted into a new department called the General Administra 
tion Department. This Department will be under the Special 
Secretary and will function with the existing staff under the new 
nomenclature. 

9. Necessary amendments to the Rules of Business consequent 
to the above will be issued separately.

AWARD 


This industrial dispute beiween the management of the Darragh 
Smail Coir Mats and Matting Co- operative Society Ltd. No. 525 , 
Alleppey , hereinafter referred to as, the management, and the workmen of 
the above concern represented by the Secretary, Coir Labour Union 
(INTUC ) Alleppey (the union , foi short) has been referred by Government 
under Section 10 (1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, for adjud ca 
tion to this court by order G. O. Rt. No. 481/76 /LBR dated 30-3-1976 . 
The iesue referred for decision is " reducing of weekly working days for 
supervisors (Mooppans) Sarvashree (1) T. K. Chackrapani (2 ) Á . G. 
Thankappan (3 ) V. D. Cleetus from 6 days to 3 days” . 

2. The case of the union is briefly as folows: -- The 3 persons named in 
the order of reference are supervisory workmen (mooppans) employed 
under the management. They have put in Cintinuous service for over 25 
years and are working in different departments in the factory like fibre mats 
section , matting section, weaving unit, dyeing unit, cnlaid mats unit etc. 
They control workers, guide and instruct them as to how the work allotted 
to the workers should be executed . In all major coir factories they are 
paid at monthly rates, but the management has all along -treate them as 
daily rated workmen . From 30-9-1974 management cut short the number 
of days ofwork allotted to them from 6 to 3 days a week . This is unfair 
labour practice amounting to victimisation . They have thus lost wages to 
the tune of Rs. 2346.15 from 30-9-1974 to 30-1-1976 ie . for 105 days of 
work . The union , therefore , prays that an award be passed directing the 
management to pay the three mooppans compensation to the extent indica 
ted above with 30 % of the said sum as other benefits lost to them on 
account of their non employment for the whole period . 

3. The management has not filed any claim statement, although it 
accepted notice and made appearance at the first hearing. It was, there 
fore, declared ex parte and the union allowed to prove their claim by 
affidavit . 

4. In the result, an award is passed directing the management to pay . 
compensation to the three workmen a total amount of Rs. 2346.15 
plus 30 % of the said amount to compensate them loss of other benefits. 
The amount will be shared equally among the three workmen . No order 
as to costs .

AWARD 
1. This is a reference made by the Government of Kerala to the Quilon 
Labour Court as per G.O.Rt.No. 1842 69 /ISWD dated 18-9-1969. The 
Quilon Labour Court took it on file and nurobered it as I. D. 133/69 . 
Later when this court came into force, the Government transferrent it to this 
Court ard from here it wasrenumbered as I.D.25 /76 . In the reference , the 
Governmentstated that they are of the opinion that an indu trial dispute 
exists between the management of P K. Transport, East Nadakkave , 
Calicut, on one hand and the wolkman of the above concern represented by 
the Secretary, Calicut District Motor Drivers Association , Wynad Roal, 
Nadakkavu, Calicut on the other hand, as regards reinstatement of 
Shri P. Pokker with continuity of service and back -wages and (2 ) Arrears 
of bonus for the years 1966 , 67 and 68 to Shri P. Pokker . 

2. Eventhough both sides had filed long statements in this matter and 
was hotly contesting the mat er, the counsel for buth sides endorsed on the 
back of the statement of the Union that the matter is fully setiled out of 
court and the worker is not claiming any relief. This endorsement is dated 
3-12-76 . In view of that endorsement there is absolutely no dispute now 
outstanding for adjudication in this matter. That endorsement made by the 
counsel for both sides is given as an annexure to this award . 

3. In view of the above endorsement I find that no dispute now out 
standing for adjudication in this matter. The reference is closed . 

4. This award will come into force 30 ays after publication of the same 
in the official gazette.

AWARD 


1. This, reference was made to the Labour Court. Quilon , by the 
Government of Kerala as per G. O. Rt. No. 1122/75 /LBR dated 4-10-1975 . 
In that reference , the Government stated that they are of the opinion that 
an industrial dispute ex?sts between (i) the Proprietor, Southern Scale 
Service, Palghat and (2 ) The Proprietor , Metro Scale, Kallakad, Palghat, 
on one hand and the workmen of the above concern represented by the 
Secretary, Engineering and Industrial Workers Union , Mettupalayam 
street, Palghat 1 , on the other hand , on the termination of the services of 
Shri T. AdhimorJan and R. Shanmughasundaram and reliefs due to them . 
The reſerence was originally made, as I have said to the Quilon Labour 
Court, from where it was numbered as I. D. 55/75. Later on the formation 
of this court, this was transierred to this Court by the Government and from 
here it was renumbered as I. D. 115/76 . 

2. Notice of this petition was issued to both sides. On 20-5-1976 , the 
Union appeared and took time and filed a statement. On that date, the 
management was absent, and therefore, a registered notice was ordered to be 
issued to the mar agement. On 24-6-1976, the management appeared and 
took time for settlement while the Union was absent. The court then called 
for a written statement from the management. The management filed that 
written statement after two adjournments on 23-9-1976 . There afterwards, 
the court posted the case for rejoinder by the Union to 21-10-1976 . On 
21-10-1976 , the Union was again absent, but the court gave time for 
rejoinder to 11-11-1976 . On 11-11-1976 also , the Union was absent. 
Therefore, the court noted that no rejoinder was filed and posted the case 
for evidence to 16-12-1976 . On 16-12-1976 , the Union was again absent. 
Hence the Union set ex parte and the matter was taken for award . 

3. In the statement by the Union which they had filed on the first 
appearance date itself, the Union stated that the Southern Scale Service and 
Metro Scales are very flourishing industrial units owned by one and the same 
employer . According to the union they are making huge profits every year . 
The first establishment is a servicing unit while the second one is a manu 
facturing unit. The employment in both the units, according to the Union , 
are scheduled under the Minimum Wages Act. On 8-7-1974 , the workers in 
the above units made a demand for minimuro wages from 1-4-1974 onwards. 
While conciliation proceedings about that issue was in progress, the manage 
ment retrenched the two personsmentioned in the reference . According to 
Union , the retrenchment is illegal and unjustifiable . According to the union , 
it is illmotivated . The statutory require.nens of retrenchment were not 
complied with . No reasons were given for termination of the service of these 
two workmen . They were not given the amount due on retrenchment. It is 
stated that they will be entitled to get notice pay for 30 days, arrears of 
wages from 1-4-1974 , bonus till the date of retrenchment and retrenchment 
compensation of 15 days for every year of service. The Union wanted the 
workers to be reinstated with benefit of back- wages. 
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4. The management had filed a written statement in which the manage 
ment denied all the allegations made in the statement of the Union . 
According to the management, the reference itself is bad in law as no dispute 
mentioned in the claim statement was raised with the management. The 
impleading of the managementmentioning two distinct establishments is also 
bad in law , according to themanagement. The management stated that no 
retrenchment was made in the circumstances mentioned in the statement. 
The retrenchment was made purely on economic grounds, since there was no 
sufficient work and employment of these two persons without enough work 
would have resulted in loss. The management stated that it is not correct 
to say that no notice was given . The management also stated that it is not 
correct to say that statutory requirements were not complied with . 
According to the management, the workers were informed of the retrench 
ment and one of the workers, Adimoothan (in reference, his name is 
Adimoolan ) received all the dues payable to him in retrenchment and 
executed a receipt in full satisfaction . The other worker , Shanmughasun 
daram , was tendered with a retrenchment notice with offer to pay wages and 
other dues to him personally in the presence of witnesses. But he refused to 
accept the same and hence he has estopped from claiming benefits. 
Therefore, the management stated that the workers will not be entitled to 
any benefit and also no reinstatement can be done. 

4. Even though these contentions were received by both sides, since 
the Union is consistently absent and no evidence is adduced to prove the 
case by the Union , the issue referred has to be found in favour of the 
management now . It is for the Union to show that the retrenchment is not 
correct and the workers mentioned in the reference are entitled to some 
reliefs in themanner stated in their claim statement. Since no proof is 
coming from the side of the Union , as regards this, wehave only to say now 
that the issue referred will have to be found in favour of the management. 
The Union and the workers mentioned in the reference will not be entitled 
to any relief. The termination of the services of the workers will have to be 
upheld . 

5. In result , an award is passed uphelding the action taken by the 
management against the workers and finding that they are not entitled to 


any relief. 


6. This award will come into force 30 days after publication of the same 
in the official gazette .

1. This is a reference made by the Government of Kerala to this 
Court as per G. O. Rt. No. 275 /76 /LBR dated 27-2-1976 . In that reference 
the Government stated that they are of the opinion that an industrial dis 
pute exists between the Proprietor, Good Shepherd Company, Palghat 
Industrial Estate P. O., on one hand and the workmen of the above concern 
represented by the Secretary, Industrial Estate Workers Union ( A.I.T.U.C.).

THE FOOD CORPORATIONS (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE , 1976 

(No. 16 OF 1976 ) 


Promulgated by the President in the Twenty-seventh Year of the 

Republic of India 
An Ordinance further to umend the Food Corporations Act, 1964 


WHEREAS both Houses of Parliament are not in session and the President 
is satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to 
take immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
Article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Ordinance may be called the 
Food Corporations (Amendment) Ordinance , 1976 , 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once . 

2. Act 37 of 1964 to be temporarily amended . During the period of 
operation of this Ordinance, the Food Corporations Act, 1964 shall have 
ffect subject to the amendments specified in sections .

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of the daughter, the family pension shall be payatle to such son or daughter 
for life subject to the following conditions, namely : 

(i) if such son or daughter is one among two or more children of the 
Government employee the family pension shall be initially payable to the 
minor children in the order set out in sub-rule 8 until the last minor child 
attains the age of 18 or 21, years as the case may be , and thereafter the 
family pension shall be resumed in favour of the son or caugh er suffering 
from disorder or disability ofmind or who is physically crippled or disabled 
and shall be payable to him /her for life . 

( ii) if there are more than one such son or danghter suffering from 
disorder or disability of mind or who are physica ly crippled or disabled , the 
family pension shall be paid in the following order, namely: 

(a ) firstly , to the son , and if there are more than one son the 

younger of them will get the family pension only after the 

lifetime of the elder . 
(b ) secondly, to the daughter, and if there are more than one 

daug ter the your ger of them will get the family pension 

only after the lifetime of the elder ; 
( iii) the family pension shall be paid to such son or daughter through 
the guardian as if he or she were a minor. 

(iv ) before allowing the family pension for life to any such son or 
daughter , the sanctioning authority sh.11 satisfy that the handicap is of such 
a nature as to prevent him or her from ea ning his or her livelihood and 
the same shall be evidenced by a certificate obtained from a medical officer 
not below the rank of a civil surgeon setting out, as for as possible, the exact 
mental or physical condition of the child ; 

(v ) the person receiving the family pension as guardian of such son 
or daughter shall produce every three years a certificate from a medical 
obcer not below the rank of a civil surgeon to the effect that he or she con 
tinues to suffer from disorder or disability of mind or continues to be 
physically crippled or disabled ."

RULES 
1. Short title and commencement.- (1 ). These rules may be called the 
Kerala Identification of Prisoners Rules, 1977 . 

( 2) They shall come into force at once . 
2. Definitions - In these rules, unless the 

context otherwise 
requires 

(i) " Act" means the Kerala Identification of Prisoners Act, 1963 
( 39 of 1963) ; 

(ii) " corrective settlement" means any placestablished , approved 
or certified as a corrective settlement under the Kerala Habitual Offenders 
Act, 1960 ; 

(iii ) " measurement includes finger impression , palm print, foot 
print and any other measurement relevant for the purpose of identification 
of a prisoner; 

(iv) " photograph ” means and includes photograph taken in an 
interior view and in profile . 
(v) “ prisoner" means - 

any person who has been arrested in connection with an 
offence punishable with rigorous imprisonment for a term of one year or 
upwards; or 

(b ) any person convicted of any offence punishable with 
rigorous imprisonment for a term of one year or upwards or of any offence 
which would render him liable to enhanced punishment on a subsequent 
conviction ; or 

(c) any person ordered to give security for his good behaviour 
under section 117 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (Central Act 2 
of 1974) ; 
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( d ) any person against whom an order of restriction has been 
made under section 11.of the Kerala ,Habitual Offenders Act, 1960 
( 28 of 1960 ). 33 

3. Manner of taking Finger Print Foot Print and Palm Print Impressions.- 
(1) Finger impressio : s shall be of two kinds, namely rolled and plain and 
they shall be taken in the manner prescribed hereunder, 

* (i) A " rolled ” impression shall be taken by placing the finger on 
an inked slab , the plane of the nail being at right angles to the slao and 
turning over till the bulb surface which originally faced to the left faces to 
the right. It shou d be taken in such manner as to show the whole paitern 
from one side of the finger to the other and to bring out all deltas. Fingers 
must first be very clean . lhe person should under no circumstances be 
allowed to exercise any pressure on the paper 

himself. Fingers are 
generally printed from the right thumb to the right little finger and from 
the left thumb to the left little finger . In rolled impressions, the impression 
of only the upper phalanx of the finger nust appear. 

( ii ) A " plain " impression shall be taken by placing the ridge 
surface of the finger flat upon the inked slab . 

(iii) If a finger is mutilated or curved it is inked -directly with the 
roller and the paper then pressed against the finger. Persons who resist 
finger printing may be finger printed in this manner . 

( iv ) when the " rolled ” impressions of the right hand have been 
taken , the plain " impressions of the four fingers of that hand shall be taken 
in the space provided for them in the finger print slip . 

(2) Finger impression shall on no account be taken by an officer, 
not declared by a Superintendent of Police to be qualified to take clear and 
well rolled impressions. 

(3 ) Subject to the provisions in section 6 of the Act, finger prints of 
lepers shall not on any account be taken and finger prints of persons 
suffering from contagious or infectious diseases shall not be taken until they 
have completely recovered from such diseases. 

(4) Foot print impression shall be taken as follows: 

A tin slab shall be inked with printers ink by means of a roller . The 
person to be measured shall be barefooted and shall place each foot in turn 
first on the inked slab and then upon a piece of paper kept ready at hand 
for the purpose of taking impressions. 

(5 ) Palm print impressions shall be taken as follows: 

Keep the slab smooth and wiped free of dust. A small quantity 
of the iok shall be then squeezed on to the slab and the roller used to bring 
it down to the finest possible film so that the slab is dimly visible through 
the ink .

Officers to be presentwhile taking measurements.- ( 1) A Police Officer 
applying for permission under rule 5 shall be permitted to take measurements 
of the prisoner concerned and such measurements shall be allowed to be 
taken only in the presence of a jail officer not below the rank of an Assistant 
Jailor in the case of Central Prisons, District Jails , Special Sub Jails ard 
Open Prisons and Sub Jail Superintendents in the case of Sub Jails where 
the prisoner is in custody. In the case of correctional settlements the 
measurements shall be taken in the presence of the Superintendents of the 
concerned institutions and in their absence in the presence of the officer- in 
charge . 

( 2 ) A Police Officer who has been permitted to visit a jail or prison 
to which the Kerala Prisons Rules 1958 , apply for the purpose of taking 
measurements of any prisoner held therein shall abide by the provisions of 
rule 22 of the said Rules. 

7. Dress to be worn while taking photographs. - Photographs of prisioners 
shall be taken in his ordinary every day attire : 

Provided that a professional impersonator may be photographed in 
such costumes also as he has adopted for the purpose of such impersonation . 
Directions in rules 364 and 365 of the Kerala Prisons Rules, 1958 shall be 
followed only to the extent pertinent to the taking of photographs of 
prisoner.
